Question Is Discussed: by he 
~— Drtish: Association, 


Premier Balfour Says There Must Be 
an Extension of Cotton Culti- 
vation—Hutton Talks of 
the Trouble Caused by 
Cotton Speculators, 


Cambridge, England, August 22.—The 
most interesting matter béfore the Brit- 
ish Association today was a discussion 
of the cotton crisis. Premier Balfour, 
president of the association, participated. 
He said he feared gambling in futures 
could not be stopped, but an extension 
of cotton cultivation would remedy the 
difficulties the cotton mills were experi- 
encing. 

The principal paper of the day was 
by J. A. Hutton, vice chairman of the 
British Cotton Growing’ Association, in 
which he declared the efforts of the as- 
sociation to relleve Great Britain from 
dependency on the United States for. raw 
cotton. He said the short time tn which 
the English factories were running was 
not entirely due to the shortage of cot- 
ton, but was largely 6wing to the sert- 
ous aggravation of the difficulty by num- 
erous speculators. Mr. Hutton pointed 
out that probably ft was not generally 
realized how very easy It was to remedy 
the state of affairs, apart from the dan- 
ger of English mills playing into the 
hands of foreign competitors. He esti- 
mated that no less than 10,000,000 peo- 
ple In this country were more or leas 
dependent on the cotton trade. The em- 
ployers alone were losing $200,000 a 
week through short time and the total 
loss to capital and labor In the cotton 
and other allied trades throughcut the 
country was not less than $1,500,000 per 
week, or $75,000,000 per annum. Mr. 
Hutton said there was no hope of any 
immediate relief, 

In connection with the efforts to in- 
crease the supply, he mentioned the cor- 
dial cooperation of the British cont!- 
nental movements, for it was fully recog- 
nized that Great Britain and the rest 
were in the same boat and must help 
one another. The rest of the paper con- 
sisted largely of extracts from the re- 
port of Wyndham Rowland Dunetan, di- 
rector of the Imperial institute, on the 
possibilities of cotton cultivation in va- 
rious parts of the empire. Apart from 
the West Indles, Mr. Hutton pinned his 
faith to West Africa, saying ‘that in 
West Africa there were immense possi- 
bilities. There was no reason why the 
region should not produce 20,000,000 
bales annually. But things must go 
slowly and if five years hence they got 
1,000,000 bales from that part of the 
world they will have done more than 
well,

Ho Ageament Wil Be Made 
with the Strikers, 


Statement Is Made Defining the Po- 
4 sition of the Packers—Alloged . 
That the Strikers Refuse 
To Be Bound by Con- 
tract. 


Chicago, August 22.—The packers have 


issued an official statement defining 
their position in the stock yards con- 


troversy and declaring that they will not 
enter into any agreement with the strik- 
ing butchers’ workmen. In reviewing 


the causes leading up to the strike, the 
packers point out that they offered to 
submit’ the entire matter to arbitra- 
tion, and that their offer was refused. 

After the strike was called they state 
that they again took up negottations 
with the butcher workmen and at the 
end of a week an agreement was reached 
— he considered fair to both par- 

ore there was a chance to put 
this agreement into effect the cattle 
butchers held a meeting and decided to 
ignore the contract and the second strike 
was ordered. The statement concludes 
with the following: 

“In what light woulda the packers re. 
gard a contract with the butcher work- 
men after these events? What argu- 
ment. could the union leaders adduce in 
favor of such a contract or in favor of 
arbitration? The painters had agreements 
with the.car workers and some other 
labor organizations by which the men 
were morally bound not to strike. Yet 
when the butcher workmen were seen to 
be so much In the wrong that they 
could not enforce their demands, those 
contract-bound workmen laid down their 
tools In sympathetic strike. Again the 
agreement. now so stoutly contended for, 
was wilfully torn up. 

“No one can truthfully say that the 
owners of the plants have opposed trade 
unions, They never asked their etn« 
ployees as to their affiliation with labor 
organizations, or with any association. 
They knew when the various unions were 
being formed in their plants and they did 
not in the Jeast attempt to prevent their 
formation. 

“In conclusion, tt cannot be stated too 
strongly that the packers will not enter 
into any agreement with the butchers. 
Experience has proven that negotiations 
with an organization that has absolutely 
no regard for the inviolability of con- 
tract is a foolish waste of time.” 

Practically every striker at the stock 
yards went on duty ag a picket today, 
all working under thoroughly organized 
plans. Each squad has a specific ter- 
ritory and each man hag a specific por- 
tion of a division.

Prompt Action Is Imperative. 

The board of county commissioners 
owes a duty to Atlanta which should 
be fulfilled without further delay. 
Work should at once be begun upon 
the new reservoir basin at the water 
works. 

Every day’s delay endangers the wa- 
ter supply of this city and by just so 
much menaces the health of the peo 
ple. 

There is no exaggeration in this 
statement. Entirely irrespective of 
the criticisms which are lodged, 
against Atlanta water for its present 
muddiness and against the imperfect 
filtratien which is the result of the 
steady overstraining of the capacity 
of the present reservoir, rendering ade- 
quate settling impossible, the fact re- 
mains that the present water supply 
is not adequate to the city’s needs, 
much less to meet the constantly 
growing demand. 

Some time ago the city purchased 
the necessary land for a new reser- 
voir of double the capacity of the pres- 
ent one. The county commissioners, 
following the policy adopted in the 
past, assiged 100 men from the county 
chaingang to do the work of cutting 
and filling preliminary to the cover: 
sion of the site into a great reservoir 
basin. Up to that point, everything 
/was all right. But since then things 
have been permitted to come to a 
standstill. The men who had been 
'promised for this work were sent out 
‘upon the roads and are now working 
‘at road building, while the water 
works waits. 

Good roads are, of course, to be de- 
sired, and no county can have too 
many of them; but just now the real- 
ly imperative work for the covicts is 
at the water works. The roads will 
come in their good time. But they 
can wait until after the improvement 
at the water works, so badly needed, 
is completed. 

An inadequate water supply is a 
constant source of danger. Granted 
that coditions have not reached the 
stage when the health of the people 
is directly menaced, nevertheless the 
possibility is a very live one, and it 
cannot be disregarded. 

In the light of all these facts, the 
imperative duty of the county commis- 
sioners is to put the convicts to work 
at the new reservoir and to put them 
at work at once!

Japan in the Right. 

Based on the facts as stated in the 
cabled reports from Shanghai, the 
Japs are entirely within their rights 
in sending their warships up the river 
after those Russian warships which 
refuse to respect the orders of the 
Chinese officials fo leave that port or 
be dismantled. 

This refusal means that Russia in- 
sists upon committing a breach of the 
neutrality of China. China is not able 
\to enforce her orders, so Japan has the 
'clear and unmistakable right to go 
inside and capture or destroy the of- 
fending vessels of the enemy. 

It does not seem likely, however, 
that the issue will reach the stage of 
open warfare in the port of Shanghai. 
The consular body which has jurisdic- 
tion there will in all probability insist 
upon the dismantling of the Askold 
and Grozovoi, as it did earlier in the 
case of the Mandjur, the Russian gun- 
boat which was there when the war 
broke out, and which did not leave 
for fear of the Japanese vessels which 
were lying in wait for her outside. 
This edict of the consular body must 
be respected by the Russians, or the 
people along the bund at Shanghai 
will have an opportunity of enjoying 
a pretty bit of naval warfare, with the 
Russian vessels joining the rest of the 
once proud Port Arthur fleet in its 
downward flight. 

It is highly probable that the action 
of these Russian vessels in taking 
refuge in Shaighai, where the inter- 
ests of all nations are large, was a 
part of a plan to bring about interna 
tional complications. There is every 
evidence that Russia, in her present 
desperation, would welcome any sort 
of diversion on the theory that noth- 
ing could be worse than the present 
status. 

But there is no warrant for serious 
international complications of any sort 
over this Shanghai affair, and there 
will be none. However great the sym- 
pathies of France and Germany may 
be for Russia, neither nation can deny 
the right of Japan to do just what she 
has done, and neither can uphold Rus- 
sia in her claim that she can with :m- 
punity gend her ships into a neutral 
port, committing a breach of the neu- 
trality of China and showing no re- 
spect whatsoever for the rules and 
precedents of international law.

A Practical Prison Philanthropy. 
A Chicago woman who has faith ia 


human nature and in her sex has 


made a modest effort along lines of 
practical philanthropy which will be 
watched with interest by all friends 
of social reform. 

This woman visited the municipal 
prison and mingled with the occu- 
pants of the “female wing,” many of 
whom were young and new to crime. 
Some of them had good faces, and 
the charitable visitor concluded that, 
in some instances, at least, such faces 
must reflect good hearts. There were 
girls of tender years there whose lib- 
erty was dependent on the payment 
of a paltry fine. Having neither 
money nor the right kind of friends, 
they suffered the shame of their in- 
carceration with feelings that augured 
ill for their good conduct after re- 
lease. 

It cccurred to the good lady visitor 
that some of these forsaken girls 
might be led to a better life if a fund 
were established for the remission of 
their fines. She was poor in this 
world’s goods, but she offered to the 
superintendent of the big jail $100 as 
the neucleus of such a charitable fund. 
Her plan was to pay the fines uf wo- 
men prisoners who were not thought 
to be incorrigible, the payment to be 
in the nature of « loan to the released 
prisoner, who was put on honor to re- 
pay it in whatever installments she 
might be able to make weekly at hon- 
orable employment, the loan thus re- 
paid to be returned to the “fine fund” 
for the continuous repetition of the 
process. 

Of course, pessimists who despair 
of human nature will be quick to pre- 


dict the speedy exhaustion of the little 


fund through the failure of the pris- 
oners thus trusted to keep their obli- 
gation. The idea is a good one, nev- 
ertheless, and people who believe in 
it will swell the “fine fund” to goodly 
proportions. Its depletion may be 
inevitable, for many of the benefi- 
Ciaries may lack the honor or the pe- 
cuniary ability to repay the loan, but 


the hand of true philanthropy should 


see to it that the fund grows with ex- 
perience. Some will »ay from the 
standpoint of honor, and those who 
do so are well worth the means of 
their saving, no matter how many may 
fail or repudiate the claim. It igs the 
intention to give first offenders the 
preference.

white house desk: 

“This morning, as for some days past, it 
seems exceedingly probable that this ad- 
ministration will not be reelected,” 

Mr. Thurlow Weed, regarded the abjest 
politician of his day, was of the same 
opinion; he had told Mr. Lincoln that his 
reelection was an impossibility. 

Yet when the votes were counted in No- 
vember it developed that Mr. Lincoln car- 
ried all of the states eligible to vote—the 
confederacy: being then in existence—ex- 
cepting only the border states of Mary- 
land and Kentucky and New Jersey. Mr. 
Lincoln had 212 of the electoral votes to 
twenty-one for his opponent, General Mc- 
Clellan, 

If the election of 1904 were to be held 
today or this week or next week the 
probability is that Mr. Roosevelt would 
be reelected. He ig as confident of his re- 
election as Mr. Lincoln was dubious over 
his own chances, and it may yet prove 
there is no more ground for the present 
confidence of the republican politicians 
than there was for the confidence of Mr.

The margin between the winner and the 
loser is usually a very narrow one. 
Measured by the popular vote, a number 
of presidents have been “minority” presi- 
dents in the sense of having failed to get 
a clear majority of the votes cast. Of 
course this means nothing except that the 
people are, taking them in the aggregate, 
pretty evenly divided in their political 
affiliations. If the great democratic vote 
of Texas on the one hand, or the great 
republican vote of Pennsylvania on the 
other, could be scattered so as to cover 
some other states, the uncertainty In the 
electoral vote would be far greater than 
it is today. 

Mr. Tilden had a clear majority of the 
| Doputar vote in 1876 and yet was deprived 
of the presidential office by jugglery. 

Four years later General Garfield had 
a plurality of but 7,018 over General Han- 
cock, though he received 214 electoral 
votes to 155 for the democratic nominee. 
That year there were about 320,000 votes 
cast for Weaver, Dow and Phelps, who 
ran as candidates for side issue parties. 

In 1884 Mr. Cleveland had 219 votes in 
the electoral college to 182 for Mr. Blaine, 
but Mr. Cleveland’s plurality in the popu- 
lar vote was but 62,683, while the scatter- 
‘ing vote was close to 300,000. 

In 1888 Mr. Harrison had 233 electoral 
votes and Mr, Cleveland had 168, but Mr. 
Cleveland received 98,017 more votes at 
the polls than his successful opponent; 
| the scatterIng vote that year was ovep 
400,000. 

In 1892 Mr. Cleveland had 277 electoral 
votes to 145 for Mr. Hat¥®ison and 22 for

plurality of 380,810 over his republican 
opponent, but even with that he had but a 
majority of the popular vote, the lesser 
candidates polling a total of more than 
1,325,000. 


McKinley a Majority President. 

Mr. McKinley was 2 majority president 
both times he ran. In 1896 he had a plu- 
rality of 601,854 over Mr. Bryan, and as 
the scattering vote that year was but 
212 000, this left the republican nominee 
a clear majority—the first majority presi- 
dent, measured by the popular vote, since 
Grant. 

In 1900 Mr. McKinley’s plurality over 
Mr. Bryan was increased to 849,790, 
which, with the scattering vote consider- 
ed, left him a clear majority of all the 
votes cast by about 450,000. 

But despite that preponderance of the 
popular vote, the result both years— 
especially in 1!1896—was in much doubt 
until all the votes were counted. Looking 
at the result as measured by the electoral 


vote, we are prone to regard Mr. McKin- 
ley’s victory in 1896 as overwhelming. AS 
a matter of fact, a difference of about 
26,000 votes properly placed that year 
would have turned the scale absolutely. 

All of which proves nothing more than 
that the country is very close poMtically 
and thai conditions in August may be 
absolutely reversed in November. It will 
be recalled also that in the latter part of 
August and the first part of September, 
1896, Mr. Hanna was by no means sSan- 
guine over the outlook for the republican 
ticket, however much he may have talk- 
ed so. 

The people who talk of it being a walk- 
over or a “cinch’’ for Mr. Roosevelt this 
year may be badly fooled before the cam- 
paign ends. The experience of the past 
shows that it is certainly among the pos- 
sibilities that something may occur dur- 
ing the next two months to puncture all 
the roseate dreams of the Rough Rider. 
Of course, also, no such thing may occur. 
When Negroes Often Decide Things. 

It is highly probable that the republican 
nominee is laughing in his sleeve at all 
the criticisms that have been hurled at his 
head for his catering to the negro. He is 
engaged this year in the business of be- 
ing a candidate for office and he is after 
votes. If at any time these criticisms 
cause him any worry he pulls from his 
vest pocket a little list he has of negroes 
of voting age in the doubtful states and 
grins a grin of satisfaction. This list, 
which is a piece of enlightening informa- 
tion bearing upon the Roosevelt pro-ne- 
gro policy is based upon the census of 
1900 and makes the following showing:
